[u.s.] THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Salem qualified to vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in said Salem, on 
the Second Tuesday of March neet, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects : 4 

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the year ensuing. 

3. To raise such sums of money as the town may think proper, to pay 
the town debt, or any part thereof. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money for the re- 


pairs of highways, than the law requires. 
5. ‘To see what method the town will vote to adopt to facilitate the 


collection of taxes. 
6. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers here- 


tofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
7. By Request: To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of its public library. 
8. By Request: To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to have 
built two or more rollers, to render the roads passable in winter. 

9. By request: To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of fifty 
dollars, or any part thereof, for the use of Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 
60, G. A. R., to be expended in the observance of Memorial Day of the 


year 1895. 
10. By Request: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 


the sum of fifty dollars, or so much thereof as might be needed to com- 
plete the work of re-erecting the grave-stones in the old cemetery near 
the town house, and for the grading and seeding down the grounds. 

11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town treasurer to hire, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, such sums of money as he may need 
for general purposes in anticipation of taxes. 

12. By Request: To see if the town will vote the use of Salem Hall 
two nights in each month to Salem Grange for one year.

By the first of October 1894, I was unable to find an offender where 
liquor was being sold or kept for sale in violation of law. There were a 
few places that were being closely watched but sufficient evidence could 
not be obtained against them. 

At the October term at Portsmouth, I had nine liquor cases supported 
by both direct and good circumstantial evidence but failed to obtain any 
indictments. 

A secret grand jury, not represented by our town, headed by a solicitor 
who claims ‘‘that one of the least satisfactory expenditures of money 
received by the taxpayers, is inthe enforcement of criminal legislation,” 
gives the key that unlocks the secret. 

From that date the liquor men took courage and began business anew. 
On the whole I failed to see where I could (should I begin another seige) 
obtain better evidence. Whereupon I placed it before a special town 
meeting, but no action being taken I believed it my duty, under the 
circumstances, to resign. 

Had I obtained indictments, or rather had I obtained justice, indict- 
ments would have been found I claim at least on two-thirds of my cases, 
and the expense to the town would have been much less. 

My itemized report given at the special town meeting covers more 
clearly the whole work and I hope it may be called for and re-read, for 
I think it shows that more money has been expended to fight higher 
officials of the law, than has been spent in actual liquor prosecutions.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Education of the Town of Salem, N. H. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1895. 


In presenting our annual report we can say that our 
schools have taken no backward step. 

We would respectfully call attention to the fact that 
teachers like other people are not perfect. Some excel 
in this, others in that department of the work, but let all 
who have the interest of the schools at heart look for the 
good points intsead of the defects and all unite to bring 
_ out the best results. 

“Nothing,” says the distinguished educator, ‘‘can be 
more surely laid down as a rule in education than this 
proposition ; that no system of public teaching can pros- 
per without the active and earnest co-operation of parents 
and friends. This has been granted to some extent the 
past year and we hope it may be continued and increased. 

We would say a word of special commendation of those 
scholars who have been uniformly punctual in their at- 
tendance. ‘They deserve praise and encouragement for 
their perseverance and will find in after-life that it is a 
habit worth acquiring. May the list of such industrious 
and prompt scholars be enlarged each year so that the 
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neatness of our registers will be a credit to all teachers, 


pupils and parents. . 
Parents and guardians have it in their power, by decis- 


ion and firmness, by patience and perseverance, to cure 
this evil. Let children understand that they are to attend 
school each day and they will soon cease to invent ex- 
cuses and will form a habit which will soon grow to be 


both easy and pleasant. 
The discipline in our schools is good. ‘True discipline 


is something more than mere order, it is a cheerful sub- 
mission on the part of the pupil to the teacher, not from 
fear but from a desire to help her in every way. The 
teacher wins the heart, inspires esteem, or in a word 
governs without seeming to govern or causing the pupil 
to feel that he is governed. This is the state to which all 
schools should aspire and then there is not that display 
of passion but the work goes on with that regularity and 
precision of well oiled machinery which is so needful to 
the perfect end for which we are all striving. 

The School Board recommends the raising of sufficient 
money for thirty weeks of school. Each school has had 
that amount during the past year. Numbers two, three 
and ten have had the interest of their fund in addition. 

We congratulate the district in the building of a fine 


new schoolhouse for the accommodation of the pupils in 


No. One School. 
We are sorry to record the loss of the schoolhouse in 


No. Six which was burned December 5th, 1894. and of 
the inconvenience to the pupils.
